1.  The  Salary  of  the  Clerk,  Assessor  and  Collector, 
shall  be  at  the  rate  of  One  Hundred  dollars  per  month. 

2.  The  Salary  of  the  Day  Constable  shall  be  at  the 

rate  of  Eirjhty  dollars  per  month. 

3.  The  Salary  of  the  Night  Constable  shall  be  at  the 
rate  of  Seventy  dollars  per  month. 

4.  The  Salary  of  Lamplighter  and  Caretaker  of  the 
Council  Chamber,  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  Forty -fire  dol- 
lars per  month. 

5.  The  Salary  of  the  Police  Court  Clerk  and  Inter- 
preter shall  be  at  the  rate  of  One  Hundred  and  Twenty 
dollars  per  annum.

The  sections  of  the  Dominion  Lands  Act  which 
which  govern  Homestead  Rights  are  published  in  the 
British  Columbia  Gazette  of  this  day’s  date. 

The  privilege  of  pre-empting  land  adjoining  land 
held  by  Homestead  Right  will,  however,  not  be  granted 
in  British  Columbia;  and  it  must  therefore  be  borne 
in  mind  that  the  pre-emption  provisions  of  the  Do- 
minion Lands  Act  will  not  be  made  applicable  to  the 
Dominion  Lands  in  British  Columbia.

27.  Any  person,  male  or  female,  who  is  the  sole 
head  of  a family,  or  any  male  who  lias  attained  the 
age  of  eighteen  years,  shall,  on  making  application  in

2.  Such  person  shall  also,  in  connection  with  such 
homestead  entry,  be  entitled  to  the  privilege  of  ob- 
taining at  the  same  time,  but  not  at  a later  date,  a 
pre-emption  entry  for  an  adjoining  unoccupied  quarter 
section,  or  part  of  a quarter  section,  of  land  of  the 
said  class. 

3.  The  entry  for  a homestead  and  for  its  attached 
pre-emption,  if  any,  shall  entitle  the  recipient  to  take 
occupy  and  cultivate  the  land  entered  for,  and  hold 
possession  of  the  same  to  the  exclusion  of  any  other 
person  or  persons  whomsoever,  and  to  bring  and  main- 
tain actions  for  trespass  committed  on  the  said  land :
